WINTERING LAMBS. 


May Be Profitably Done With the Fine 
' Wool Breeds. 
Usually mutton bred lambs should 
be sold early. either right off the ewes 
or in late fall or early winter, writes B, 
P. Snyder in the National Stockman. 
By this plan the cost of putting them 
on the market is light,. They. can be 
grown to this age at. far less expense 
than to be kept longer._For a series 
of years it hardly pays to keep. these 
light’ shearing, mutton bred ‘lambs 
through and sell then: clipped. _ They 
get their growth younger and can be 
fitted. for marketvearlier than the fine 
wools, and the fleeces are of I¢ss value, 
With _the heavy! shearing Merinos 
quite-different: 34 ten 
they give their greatest profit by win- 
tering and finishing them on grass. 1 
have in mind now a man who. owns 
many farms of rather cheap land, 
much of which he devotes to perma- 
neut pasture. He buys his fine wooled 
lambs directly after weaning, . 
He never full feeds. using just grain 
enough to keep them in good, thrifty, |- 


The imported Shropshire ram, here- 
with illustrated was in the first 
prize pen at the royal show of 1907.

Germs to Be Feared In the Home. 

/In the first place, germs should not 
be feared—a paradox, if you please, 
Respect them, but do not fear ‘them. 
A “sound mind in @ sound body” is 
not an easy mark for germs. But 
“germs have power to injure those 
whose resistance: is temporarily low- 
ered by fatigue, exposure or. disease 
as well.as the naturally feeble. and 
nonresistant. : 


The principal germ diseases that we. 


have to contend with in the home are 
scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, 
whooping cough, smallpox, cholera, 
grip, pienmoenia. tuberculosis, dysen- 
tary, typhvid fever and malaria. No 
doubt the time will come when these 
maladies will practically disappear 


from civilized communities, as indeed:
